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47. A method in a networked computer system for offering to recipients 
of published works of authorship a license to use a work of authorship, comprising: 

a. having on a computer network a license offering server that presents 
web pages, each web page associated with one of a plurality of works of authorship and 
with a unique work identifier, each web page presenting to any of a plurality of client 
computers on the network an offer of a license to use the associated work of authorship;
